New-birth themſelves, were never feelingly ac- 
quainted with'.the wonderfull dealings of God in 
that great Miracle of a Mans converſion ; or trained 
up experimentally in the Schovle of temptations, 
painefull excrciſes of mortification, and counter- 
minings againſt the Deprhs, Wiles, Deviſes, and ftra- 
tagems of the Dive#, The bleſkd Prophet paints them 
out to'i\the life, and denounces a dreadfull woe a- 
gain{ ſach flattering and foolith Prophets, Ezech.13. 
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A Ship-Maſter, skilfull -oncly, in aſtronomy, and 0- 
ther ſooculative Paſſages of the Art of Navigation, 
is no body in conduing Men fafcly over ſome dan- 
crous Sea, to Him, that beſides ſuthciencies of Arte, 
1s farniſht alſo with, experimentall skill in the 
Parts, by: paſſing formerly that way Himfelfe, and 
having diſcovered thoſe dangers of ruine, and hid- 
dea Rockes, which the other Man might cally run 
upon. Give me a Man, in whom varicty and pro- 
foundneſſ: of beſt learning doth concurre in the 
higheſt degree of excellency, yet if his owne heart 
bec not ſoundly wrought u>en, and ſeaſoned with 
faving grace, Himfelſe experimeatally ſeenc into the 
Myſtery of Chriſt, and Secrets of 'San&tification, as 
Hee ſhall bee hardly able to wound other mens con- 
ſciences, and pierce them to the quicke; ſo Hee will 
bee found very unfit to manage aright the ſpirituall 
miſerics of a troubled Soule ; and to tranſport it ſa- 
vingly thorow: the tempeſtuous terrours and temp- 
tations incident to the New: creation, into the Port of 
truc paces and Paradiſe of the bleſſed Zrother-boed.
